NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


The appeal from Sir Philip Magnus, which appears in another column, 
has a touching eloquence peculiarly its own. The deaf and dumb speak to 
our very hearts without the utterance of a word. Civilisation knows, 
perhaps, no greater triumph than the scientific conquest of the most pitiable 
affliction known to,humanity. Heaven alone knows the needless and nameless 
suffering endured in the past by the deaf and dumb throughout ages of 
unthinking, and, therefore, unfeeling ignorance. Truly did an eloquent 
French deaf-mute say of his fellow-sufferers, ‘* God made us deaf: the world 
kept us dumb.” This reproach has now been removed, and among the 
splendid institutions for the educating of the dumb in this and other 
countries, the Jews’ Deaf and Dumb Home, of which Sir Philip Magnus is 
the distinguished President, has earned an eminence which should be a source 
of the utmost pride to the entire community. We trust the community will 
respond—even at this season of appeals—to the Committee’s request for 
assistance to effect their much-needed extension. Their appeal is strong on 
every point, without one qualifying feature. The charity is great, the Home 
will be almost self-supporting ; its Honorary Officers have been most zealously 
untiring, and Mr. Kuttner, the new Director, is a comparatively young man 
of long experience, of distinguished ability, and of well-deserved eminence 
in his profession. | 

The Scheme for providing synagogue support for the Religion Classes 
at Board Schools has at length been safely navigated into port. On Sunday 
last, the Elders of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue adopted a resolu- 
tion by which the synagogue funds will be charged with the amount required 
to be contributed by that congregation. Thus, for the first time, all four of 


Spanish and Portuguese, the Reform and the Federation—have joined 
together in giving necessary support to an object of general communal 
advantage. It was absolutely necessary that the synagogues should come 
forward to assist in preventing a complete collapse of the Religion Classes 


‘Religious Knowledge. Let us hope that their maintenance is now 
placed upon a permanent basis and that their support will be 
free from those pecuniary crises which for several years have 


threatened their existence. Nothing now remains but to put the Scheme 
into operation. It will be remembered that it originated in the thoughtful

On Sunday, at the Annual Meeting of the Yehidim at Bevis Marks 
held subsequently to the meeting. of the Elders, the ardent spirits of the 
younger members found expression in not unjustified complaints of the 
delay in the erection of the new Maida Vale Synagogue.

We do not believe in 
restrictive legislation, it is the policy of sitting on the safety valve : we 
prefer to shut off the steam. 


We sympathise not a little with Mr. Landau in his protest against Mr. 
Cohen’s comparison of Jewish “pauperism” with that of the general 
community, though he hardly made enough of the point. Mr. Cohen 
declared the former had increased 73 per cent. whilst the latter had increased 
only 6 per cent. But the two things are not in any way comparable, 
Jewish ‘“‘pauperism” in this regard means those who come under the 
agis of the, Board of Guardians, a totally different class to those 
who take advantage of the Poor Law. The Board specifically lays itself 
open to prevent Jews from becoming destitute and hence helps 
those who for the time being are in distress. The Poor Law, how- 
ever, requires an applicant to be destitute, or to say he is, before he becomes 
a fit recipient of the bounty of the State. The fact is that an overwhelming 
proportion of those who go to make the 73 per cent. increase of which Mr. 
Cohen spoke, should not by any means come under thie designation of 
‘“paupers.”’ As we pointed out last week, there is strong evidence that the . 
Board is often resorted to as a first rather than as a last. resource, Hence, 
the comparison made by Mr. Cohen is altogether untenable and liable to 
misconstruction. 


One suggestion offered in the course of the meeting 1s worth practical 
consideration—that made by Mr. L. J. Greenberg for applying some of the 
means adopted by the Hospital Saturday and the Hospital Sunday movements 
to the purpose of raising funds for the Board. As to a weekly collection in 
Jewish workshops, although it ought to meet with universal response, we are 
not sanguine that any large sum would result. The average working man 
in London has inverted a well-known maxim, and deems it better to receive 
than to give. Street collections should be deprecated with all our 
might. The system of collecting-boxes in business houses and workshops has 
also many discouraging features. Still the idea should not altogether be 
abandoned, for the small weekly contributions by the poor in behalf of those 
poorer than themselves would have a strong moral effect. The holding of a 
special service annually in Metropolitan Synagogues when a collection 
would’ be made in behalf of the Board is altogether a happy 
idea. ‘‘Guardians Sunday” should become a fixed appointment 
in every synagogue and would we doubt not become most popular. 
There is appropriateness in beginning so holy an enterprise each year, 
as the gathering in of means for the relief of the poor, by a special 
religious service and exhortation in the House of God. It would give. a 


permanent character to the synagogue collections recently set on foot with 
most promising results. 


The large and appreciative audience which assembled at the Jewish 
Working Men’s Club on Sunday last to hear Mr. Israel Abrahams’s 
promised lecture on Riddles, had their reward. The lecture embraced the

“ JEWISH IMPORT DUTIES.” 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


With reference to the the recent introduction in the German Reichstag by 
one of its members of a proposition that the ‘s Importation of Russian Jews 
should be taxed or stopped like any other Russian product,” a correspondent of 
the Frankfurter Zzitung points out some interesting passages on the subject of 
“ Jewish Import Duties.” In a recent volume written by Herr Zipfel entitleq 
“Commercial policy during an age of enlightenment,” which deals with bygone 
regulations that ptevailed in many of the minor German States, the author 
deals at some length with the question of “Jewish Import Duties,” which 
played a considerable part in the trade of the Middle Ages. It is curious to 
note the classifications into which Jews were divided for these purposes of 
excise, “ Riding Jews,” ‘‘ Walking Jews,” “ Driving Jews” are found in the 
catalogue, The object appears to have been chiefly to keep the Jews out of 
the country as an objectionable elemeat to the community, and it was hoped 
that the greater number of intending immigrants would be restrained by the 
“Import Duty.” But when this main object failed the State meant to profit 
by the failure and turn it into a source of revenue. Nor were the authorities 
content when they had extracted the entrance fee, Jews were harassed by 
demands of payment, over and above their Gentile neighbours, at every 
ceremoay or transaction which they undertook, At a marriage feast the tax 
collector put in his plea and he was as regular an attendant as the Rabbi. Not 
even at death could the Jew be allowed to pass away in peace, but an extra 
fee must be expected. Here again classification came into play. We find a 
difference in the tariff between “old dead” and “young dead,” Herr Zipfel 
tell us that at the Jewish Cemetery at Kitzingen, the collector stood by the 
side of the sexton and no burial ceremony could be proceeded with till his 
demands were satisfied. We are not told whether those who were allowed their 
three score and ten or those whom the Reaper cut down young were the more 
heavily taxed, and on this matter the different States indulged in different 
aspects. How clearly all this stands out in the light of persecution pure and 
simple, for surely the death of an objectionable member of the community was 
anobvious gain, and need not have been paid for by his relatives, as if they 
were receiving anything from the State. The correspondent submits all these 
aspects to the anti-Semitic Party, referring then to Herr Zopfel’s book for 
further information and guide, “Let them go ahead,” he says, “ the sooner 
they make themselves ridiculous in the eyes of their countrymen, so much 
the better for the Jews,” It needs extremes to open some people’s eyes.

JEWS’ DEAF AND DUMB HOME EXTENSION FUND. 


Sir, As you are always ready to assist deserving institutions, I hope you 
will allow me to supplement your report of the proceedings at the recent annual 
meeting of the subscribers to the Deaf and Dumb Home, by appealing through 
vour columps to the philanthropic members of our community to help the 
Uommittee in meeting the increased demands for accommodation that have 
lately been thrown upon them, 

‘The action of the Government in aiding the instruction of indigent deaf 
mutes places our Home in a very much better position that it has ever pre- 
riously occupied. Contributions towards the education and maintenance of 


the inmates will in future be received from local authorities ; and although | 


such contributions are intended to defray a part only of the cost to the com- 
munity of each child, they will materially help to improve the financial 
condition of the Home. In order, however, to enable the Committee to satisfy 
the reasonable requirements of the Education Department, it has been found 
necessary already to spend a large sum in structural alterations ; and having 


regard to the fresh applications for admission, are now on the books, some 


of which have been received from the School Board for London and other 
places, the Committee find themselves compelled to enlarge the Home, and to 
increase the present limited accommodation. _ | 

As the Institution is now recognised by the Government as the one and 
only Home for poor Jewish children, it would scarcely be creditable to the 
community to assign want of room as a reason for refusing admission to Jewish 
applicants, seeing that the total number of deaf mutes is comparatively small, 
and that the State and local authorities are willing to contribute towards their 
maintenance and education. The number of deaf and dumb Jewish children, 
though larger than can be housed in the existing Institution, is not likely for 
many years to be much greater than now. Indeed, a moderate extension of the 
present building, the cost of which is not expected to exceed £4,000, would, it is 
calculated, enable the Committee to make ample provision for the reception of 
all Jewish deaf mutes, who are likely to apply during the next forty years. 

The need of this increase in the accommodation had been felt to be so 
urgent, that some few members of the community, to whom I have made known 
the circumstances of the case, have already given or promised contributions 
amounting to over £1,000. The object, therefore, of this letter is to ask others, 
to whom I have not been able personally to appeal, to supplement this amount 
by contributing towards the total sum required, In many respects the Jews’ 
Deaf and Dumb Home is an unique Institution, and one of which Jews may 
justly be proud, It was the first Institution in this country in which the Oral 
Method, now so generally adopted, was systematically taught. It serves not 
London alone, but the whole kingdom, and children are received into the Home 
indifferently from all parts of the country. Itis the only Jewish Institution 
of its kind, and is now under the inspection of the State, and duly certified by 
the Education Department. | | 

As the amount required for the extension of the building is comparatively 
small, and the annual cost of the institution to the community is likely, owing 
to the Government grant, to be actually less in the future than in the past, it 
has not seemed to the Committee desirable to incur the expense of a public 
dipner, ora ball, or a bazaar, or of any other of the recognised means of collect- 
Ing money for charitable ends, Indeed, I am convinced that members of the 
community will prefer to give, when they know that the whole of their dona- 
tion will he used for the purpose for which it is offered, and that no part of it 
is spentin the machinery of coliection. In your next issue, I hope to publish 


the first list of donations to the Jews’ Deat and Dumb Home Exteasion Fund, 


and I shall be glad to receive from some of the many philanthropic persons who 
will see this letter donations to be included in my first list.

The facts cited by 
Errera in his work on“ The Russian Jews,” prove only too conclusively that 
the creation of a Jewish Pale of Settlement, the expulsion of Jews from the 
villages, their restriction to certain occupations, and the thousand-and-one 
disabilities from which they suffer as Jews are responsible for their congested 
and poverty-stricken condition abroad—a state of affairs which impels them to 
seek elsewhere the livelihood withheld from them in their own country. * What- 
ever may have beea the case in the past,” is the case in the present, for not a 
single disability has yet been removed. 

Then, as to the financing of the recent Russian loan by the Rothschilds. 
To say that their action proves the Jews not to be persecuted in Russia at the 
present time is begging the question. It is a more reasonable hypothesis, and 
one which we know to be very much more in accordance with facts, to suppose 
that, on the accession of Nicholas I1., the recent loan was taken up by Jewish 
financiers in the hope—and on some assurance too—that the new reign would 
bring about an amelioration of the situation, This hope has not been realised. 
Recent advices from Russia do not point to any material improvement, But 
even if there were, does it not stand to reason that it must take many years before 
the disastrous effects of Russia’s past policy beccme extinguished? The great 
majority, therefore, of the newest arrivals are undoubtedly the indirect victims 
of a persecuting policy. | : |

surface—as the green scum on foul water. |

It will be seen from these various excerpts that Mr, White denounces the 
Jewish immigrant population as being diseased in mind and body, verminiferous, 
anarchistic, and composed of 1mmoral mendicants and middlemen, These 
charges are of so grave a character that one has a right to expect that a serious 
attempt should have been made to substantiate them. But beyond adducing 
a passage from the Report of the Russo-Jewish Committee in which many of 
the applicants for Jewish charity are stated to be impostors, no such attempt 
is made. In theabsence, then, of specific facts in support ofall these incrimina- 
tions, one is forced to the conclusion that Mr, White has been prompted by 
bias and animus to make sweeping generalisations which he cannot sustain. Of 
this there can be no question: that the effect of such views as Mr. White 
enunciates must be to inflame public opinion against these immigrants, and thus 
to sow the reeds of racial ill-will and animosity—and he can hardly be blind to 
these consequences of his propaganda, Mr, White, however, protests that, 
instead of being prepossessed against the Jewish community, he is well-disposed 
towards them. lon only reply that itis most unfortunate that all his public 
utterences on the Jewish question have tended to produce on a large section of 
the community an exactly contrary impression. Mr, White has, indeed, a 
wonderful art of dissembling his love, |

In the East we have the same sort of jon vob religious | 
profession on oneor two days, but during the year the East London Synagogues 
are nearly all empty, and one hears nothing of the Judaism of the thousands 
whose enthusiasm for a few hours is so touchingly and picturesquely displayed. 
To a thinking man, this compels the deduction that what we require 1s provision 
not for the day, but for the year, not for the ebullition of occasion but for the 
religion of a lifetime. A synagogue will not effect this. Places of worship that 
are empty week after week are, whether East or West, whether lavishly 
ornamented or plainly beautiful, nothing better than great mausoleums marking 
the burial place of great opportunities. Bricks and mortar will not accomplish 


effect it. We want men’s appeal to men both West and Kast, in the West to 
make people think of their God although He has made them rich, in the Kast 
to make men love Him although they are calied upon to struggle. By-and-bye 
eanwhile 
the East End Scheme must, if it is to be real at all, make as its principal goal 
not the occasional service of prayer but the constant spiritual, physical, and 
pohtical uplifting of our foreign brethren. To effect this we need a settlement 
in East London of earnest cultured English Jews and Jewesses, who, living 
among the poor, can bring the mercy of charity, when required, readily to 
their assistance,who can teach them the restful, hopeful spirituality which prevents 
the humblest hfe from becoming commonplace, and who can teach our foreign 
coreligionists the confidence which at present they lack in the Judaism of the 
English Jew. Upon this last point I do most emphatically insist as a cardinal 
necessity in any Kast End Scheme, and for that reason, though curiously enough 
it requires a little courage to propound it, I venture to urge that the entire 
suceess of any Scheme depends upon whether an English or Polish ideal is to 
predominate, Unless men of personal culture and high spiritual ideal set to 
work, a synagogue big or little, in Whitechapel or in Bow, will not by its mere 
erection accomplish what is desired. Butif as the result of their constant and 
co-operative labours a synagogue be eventually voted a necessity, its erection 
will not be merely the sowing of seed, but the festival harvest of rich and ripe 
fruition of the best that we can devise and accomplish as Jews among English- 
men, and as Englishmen among Jews. |

__ Mrs. Lily Delissa Joseph was represented by no less than six canvases, all 
marked with the distinguishing feature which characterises her art,a poetic 
mysticism ; notably, this quality appears in “The Triad,” three graceful 
dreamy maidens in flowing draperies, strongly posed, aud with mosé artistic 
heads and faces, “The Fortune Teller,” isan example of fine effects produced 
in subdued colouring; it is a study in black and gold, sable hues bein contrasted 
with yellow, from the Japanese screen that forms the background to the two 
rapt female figures, the oracle, and the questioning maiden who is learning her 
line of fate. “ Hush” is the title given to a wistful dark-eyed virgin, with a 
curiously appealing expression, who holdsin each hand a lighted candle, In 
brighter hues is “ Convalescent,” a graceful study of two girls. The invalid in « 
soft white gown, reclines languidly on the sofa, at the head of which is the 
second damsel, pleasing in face, aud garbed in delicate mauve, and with an 
«xpression of clear satisfaction at the invalid’s progress. The cheerful blue 


walls of a room, hung with pictures and bric-i-brac, make a sympathetic 


background, A very large portrait group, marked unfinished, gives the children 
of Mr. and Mrs, Herbert Bentwitch, and is a particularly ambitious piece of 
work, as the boys and girls, full size, in gay frocks and suits, stand clearly out iu 
easy natural positions, Decidedly suggestive, and well posed is the portrait of 
Mrs. A. L. Birnstingl, the lady leaning back on a sofa. Other pictures by Mrs. 
Lily Delissa Joseph, which have been previously criticised in these columns, 
were also.on view, but the six works, each quice different in subject and style, 
are in themselves a big achievemeat, having all been produced during the 
winter months. | 

A novel idea was the exhibition in an adjoining room of Mr. Delissa 
Joseph’s architectural perspectives, one of the most interesting of which for 
coreligionists is the new and handsome synagogue about to be erected at Cardiff. 
The building is shown from two different aspects, and should be an imposing 
edifice, when it is carried out in Moorish style, in the ‘stone that abounds in 
that part of Wales, A notable perspective is the Chelsea Embankment Court, a 
design for some twenty-three town mansions, overlooking the Thames, and 
which though symmetrical and harmonious, are varied!in design, by differant 
porches, window decorations, and so on, Other perspectives on view were 
the West India House, teadenhall Street, Dominion House; Fenchurch Street, 
the Hampstead Synagogue, the West London Hospital Extension, and Chester- 
tield House, Great Tower Street. 

Some excellent work was exhibited by Mr. Assur Michaelson, a young artist 
of great promise, who introduces warm colours fearlessly in his portrait of a 
gentleman in Moorish costume, the gentleman in question being Mr. Louis 
Montagu, to whose dark beard and face the long Eastern drapery makes a pic- 
turesque setting. The figure stands well forward, and the crimson sash wound 
round the waist, as well as the gay hued lining of one sleeve give a note of rich 
colour. ‘“ At the End of a Luckless Day,” isa pretty little idyll sympathetically 
treated; a wee little flower-seller, in threadbare garments, has just returned 
to the poor room she inhabits, holding dejectedly in the top of an old straw 
hamper her unsold yellow marguerites. A small sister looks at her inquiringly, 
while there is a more anxious expression in the face of the careworn mother 
who looks up from her toilin the background. A good portrait of “ Alice ”’

Michaelson’s, The young lady in a soft gown of dove colour stands in an easy 
attitude, resting herself against a chair, the background being an effective blue. 
A large and striking portrait of Mrs. W. V. Herbert, and another of Mrs. 
‘Sidney Myer, in process of completion, were also worthy of note at this studio. 


PictuREs.—At the interesting Exhibition of the Royal Society of British

errors crept into your obituary notice last week of the late Benjamin 


Luria, of Hamburg, you will probably be willing to publish the 
following authentiented ‘biographical details: Benjamin Luria was born at 
Altona in 1831. He went to the West Indies, settling in St. Thomas, and he was 
Pafnass of the Portuguese Congregation there for many years,and when leaving 
was presented w.th a handsome testimonial as a mark of esteem and apprecia- 
tion of his valuable services to that community. He married Leah, the daughter 
of Joshua and Hannab Piza, of St. Thomas. He returned to Hamburg in 1867, 
where he soon acquired a prominent position amongst the Portuguese Congre- 
ation of that city. He was Warden for many years, aod until a few months 
fore his death was a most active member of that body. He was a leading 
member of the Russian Emigration Committee, of numerous charitable societies, 
Alliance Israélite, &c. Besides being a most generous supporter of his own con- 
gregatior, he contributed liberally to the poor of the sister con 
rivat - life he was most generous and unostentatious, always seeking to benefit 
is fellow creatures.

Tue approaching Centenary Testival of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan 
Asylum is an occasion of especial interest in the annals of Jewish charity. 
One hundred years is a long period on which to look back, and our communal 
orphanage is an institution which on its hundredth birthday presents to us 
no signs of senility, decay or out-of-date antiquity, but every evidence of 
healthy vigour and unimpaired vitality. It links the efforts of the past with 
the needs of the present and the hopes of the future—it marks the unbroken 
continuity of the most constant of all claims upon human sentiment and 
communal charity—it is a splendid heritage from the beneficent past to a 
discerning community which has never slighted the calls of benevolence, and 
which, we feel confident, will rise to the present occasion in the full plenitude 
of due and practical recognition. As we look upon the picture of AbranaM 
GotpsMip with the original title deeds in one hand and the first list of 


donations in the other, he seems to us to indicate with mute 
eloquence a muster roll . of honourable men who earned the 


immortal reverence of their descendants by recognising as they did 
an undying duty. The record of ‘our communal progress during 
the past hundred years is one which we can regard with pardonable pride ; for 
the glory is not only tha’ of English Jews but is reflected with indelible 
brightness upon the moving history of our universal racial advancement. To 
this great record many elements have contributed in varying degrees. It 
speaks volumes for the men, dead and gone, who threw their lives into this 
work, it speaks volumes for the work which has outlived them to survive as 
our duty, that the Jews’ Hospital, founded a century ago, has adapted itself 
with such marvellous elasticity and keen watchfulness to our growing needs, that 
one hundred years from its foundation it leaves little room for improvement, and 
with an organisation and management perfect in detail and completely up-to- 
date, it asks only for the means of extension. The original scheme of the 
founders comprised not only an education for orphans and the children of 


the poor, which was to cease when the schooldays were over, but it included | 


training in useful trades, during the course of which the inmates 
retained their home in the institution. As boys developed into youths, and 
youths into men, it was found that the circumscribed experience of the home- 
life of the charity tended somewhat to the unworldliness of those whose 
experience as they grew older was confined to its walls. The community 


_ Some 50 years ago or more, noticed this in its own peculiar way, and in days _ 


When our good grandfathers, living in a homely way in old-fashioned 
proximity to Aldgate pump, had nicknames for every family, and for 
most of its members, the unworldliness of many 
inmates helped to coin the frank and somewhat rougn appellation of 
“D¥ mya fools.” A name meh as this was an agitation in itself, and the 
managers had the good sense to recognise failure and turn their boys out at 
an earlier period, taking every care in their equipment for facing the world at a 
tender age. No one would think nowadays of uttering either this reproach 
or any other, The bracing healthy air of Norwood, the equally healthy 
moral training, the physical culture, and latterly the technical instruction, 
have had their effect upon the children themselves, and upon the 
community into which subsequently they have been drafted. The Institution 
has sent out boys and girls who, as men and women, have ornamented the 
Walks of life wisely and paternally chosen for them. The liberal professions 


have yielded high places to the talented youths who have 


qualified for them at Norwood, the various branches of artisan-

Yesterday the Hungarian Chamber of Magnates somewhat unexpectedly 
rejected tbe Government Bill for the reception of the Jewish religion after 
having on Friday last mutiiated the measure providing for freedom of worship. 
It is the intention of the Hungarian Government to submit the latter Bill in 
its altered form to the special committee of the Reichstag, and if the moditfica- 
tion be accepted, the Ministry will not insist upon the restoration of the 
suppressed section which concerns the legal position of persons professing no 
religion. The Bill affecting the reception of the Jewish faith will go back to 
the Lower House on April 2, and on its being again adopted in that Chamber it 
will at once be returned to the Peers, Last week’s proceedings in the Chamber 
of Magnates seem likely to give rise to an agitation in favour of a reform of 
the Upper House. | 
VIENNA, TUESDAY. 
With regard to the rejection of the Bill for the reception of the Jewish faith, 
the following passage from the speech of one of the Clerical Magnates, Count 
Csaky Pallavicini, will show in what spirit this question was dealt with by anumber 
of those who voted sgainst the measure.

contents of that Report, f think the meeting will not deem it inappropriate if 
Isay a word as to its author. I speak with some knowledge of the public 
positions in our community and I say without hesitation that quite one of the 
most anxidus and*arduous, if not absolutely the most arduous, is that of 
Honorary Secretary of our Jewish Board of Guardians. There are many 
amongst us—the number seems to me to increase every day—who are willing 
to eriticise from their libraries, This is\a very useful), and to some it. appears 
a very agreeable, occupation. But it involves little work, and it entails 
absolutely no sacrifice. In my opinion those have a far greater claim on the 
gratitude of the community who quietly, constantly and unostentatiously, 
without any view to publicity, and generally not desiring it, devote their time 
and thoughts to the service of the community, and to the administration of its 
affairs. We have many such workers at the Board of Guardians. It would be 
invidious where there are so many to mention only a few by name. But at 
their bead beyond all question is my friend, the Honorary Secretary. That 
responsible positicn has been filled by some ot the most eminent workers in our 
community. The first Honorary Secretary of this Board was my lamented 
brother and immediate predecessor in this chair. The last was my friend, Mr. 
Lionel Alexander, whom we have the pleasure to number amongst our 
colleagues, although we don’t have the advantage of his counsel and 
co-operation as much as we should like. It is no slight tribute to Mr. 
Green to say his first year’s work, and his first Report abundantly prove 
that in his capable hands the work will not suffer, and that the 
charity he serves so zealously will maintain both within and without 
the community the high position, which not merely every member of 
the Board, but I believe every member of the community, desires to see it 
occupy. Well, ladies and gentlemen, I pass now from the author of the Report. 
to the Report itself, and I think it is a record of work of which we need not be 
ashamed, and on which we may look with some satisfaction. I am sorry I cannot 
put itany higher, The Report itself breathes no spirit of boastfulness or pride, 
and it assuredly does not point to unqualified satisfaction. The situation is too 
cloudy, the work devolving on us grows too fast for any reflecting mind to be 
. free from preoccupation—not to say anxiety—as to the future. I think our 
Report shows that we do not conceal from ourselves, and that we have not 


sought to conceal from the community, the exact situation asitexists. I believe - 


there is plenty in that situation to inspire preoccupation. Idonot believe there 


is, as yet at any rate, anything to occasion alarm, and I am convinced the best 


way to avert trouble in this,as in most mat

uring the past year. The first table in our Report presents in a startling 
way the growth of oar work. The applications have risen from 2,980 ia 139), 
to 5,157 in 1894, or 73 per cent. This contrasts very seriously with the genera, 
returns of pauperism in London. In the last week of December, 1889, the 
total number of paupers in receipt of in and outdoor relief in the County of, 
London was 97,661. In the corresponding week of 1894 16 was 104,212, show. 
ing an increase of{6} per cent. ; the increase in population during the same 
interval having been 4°65 per cent. Well, I think this contrast in the: growth 
of our poor—73 per cent. as compared with the 6} per cent, in the general ¢om. 
munity is, to say the least, serious. The numbers we deal with are so smali— 
almost so trivial—compared with the general statistics, that they are scarvely 
worthy of general notice, and certainly they do not afford ground for eveu « 
passing thought as a factor in what is known generally as the “ Problem of ¢h). 
Poor,” But to our Board of Guardians and to our own community they ure. 
in the worcs of our Report “ominous,” and it is to be hoped. the community 
will give to them the anxious attention they imperatively demand, for, be it 
observed, the movement is going on, although fortunately not quite on tis 
same scale as during the last six years. ‘l'oe number of immigrants to this 
country in 1894 (not stated to be ex route for America) was 38,538. Of these it 
is not possibie to state how many were Russians and Poles because the 
immigration and emigration returns for. the year 1894 have not yet been 
presented. But we can form a sufficiently accurate estimate from the 153 
returns, In that year there were 40,816 immigrants to this country not ¢n route 
for America. Of these 7,/21 were Russians and Poles, and, as the Government 
returns for 1893 estimate the number of Russians and Poles who arrived, and 
remained kere at the end of that year, at about 2,500, so, adjusting the figures 
ia proportion, we arrive at a total of about 2,300 in 1894, of whom without 
doubt a large portion were Jews, and aconsiderable portion indigent, if not’ 
destitute. Again [ say these are insignificant figures as affecting pauperism in 
general in this conntry, but to-our Board of (tuardians and to 
the whole community they are significant, and they abundantly justify 
the determination of the Board, in concert we hope with other 
communal authorities, as we state in our Report, to take advantage 
of every. legitimate opportunity to protect, by ail means in our 
power, the poor and humble of our community from fresh additions to their 
redundant and struggling numbers. I do not mean by this to refer to any 
question of legislation for the restriction of Alien Immigration into this 
country. ILhold that to be a question for the Legislature, acting on the advice 
of the Executive Government of the day. The inexpediency of such legisla- 
tion must be patent to all, and I believe it can be showu that no necessity for 
such a measure at present exists. No one can be blind to the mischievous 
consequences, regarded only from aneconomic point of view—without referring 
to considerations of humanity, which can, and [ believe will, never be ignored— 
which must result from any such legislation. But it isa duty—a very binding 
duty—devolving on the whole community, and specially on this Board, whieh 1 
can promise this Board will discharge to the utmost of its power, and with the 
support, I trust, of the whole community, to neglect no step to arrest the 
growlug congestion of poor Jews in tbe East of London, a congestion fraught 
with danger to those that are here, and attended with suffering to those who 
arrive. Before I leave this subject of the increase in our applications I think 
ought to say a word on the paragraph of our Report referring to the growth in 
the number of applications from old cases from “prior years,’ and from the 
previous ye.r. 1t has been observed that this increase generates a belief thit 
the administration of the Board exercisesa pauperising influence. I don't know 
if this misgiving exists, but I am convinced it has no foundation in fact, and | 
think it arises trom an imperfect grasp of the situation, It is necessary to dis- 
tinguish between cases of “ prior years’’ and those of the ‘ previous year. 


-¥ou cannot hope, and, with our means, you cannot expect, to lift a case which 


comes to you for the first time, at once from poverty to independence, and 1, 
as we know has unhappily been the case, the new cases increase, it follows 
inevitably that the number of cases which apply again in the next year—I hope 
and believe less frequently—must also increase, With the cases from “ prior 
years ’’ the circumstances are entirely different. And with regard to these the 
record of last year is undoubtedly lamentable, and all the more because it 
contrasts so strikingly with our returns of previous years. It is a very slight 


_ satisfaction that the increase arises from the growth of foreiga applications 
only, so that the causes, whatever they are, 


whica have produced this serious 
increase, do not appear to have touched the native poor. The figures for these 
applications from native poor are in 1894, 468; in 1893, 452; in 1892, 448; and 
in 1891, 451, practically therefore stationary during the last five years. Ido not 
think the severe weather can account for the increase we depiore, as the weather _ 
before January was rather mild than otherwise, But there has been throughout 
the winter a great deal of sickness which has attacked the poor more even than 
those in better circumstances, and it may perhaps a little console U3 
when we fiad that these disastrous figures on which Iam commenting only point 
to the same experience which is testified to generally in the East of London. Mr. 
Hilleary, the Clerk to the Guardians of the West Ham Union, stated on tbe 
26th February before the Unemployed Commigiee in the House of Commons 
that in the two months of December, 1892, Wild January, 1893, the money 
expended in out-door relief was £4,474, and the number of persons relieve 
54.254, whilst in December, 1894, and January, 1895, £6204 was the amount 
expended, and 75,596 the number of persors relieved. But whatever the cause,

The large lecture hall of th Jewish Working Men's Club was well filled on 


Sunday evening last, when Mr. IskaEL ABRAHAMS delivered a popular lecture on —

Mitiddles, said Mr ABRAHAMS, were in their origin the attempt of early races 
to solve the mysteries of life. In the lecturer’s view, India was the home of the 
riddle, Atall events, the majority of ancient riddles were serious, and dealt 
with life and death, nature, the dawn and the sunset, the wind and the storn, 
the seasons and the changes of the year, Thus ancient riddles were pieces of 


srimitive science, for just as science depends on the discovery of unsuspected ~ 
caalogies so the riddle is based on the detection of similarities between unlike 


hings. The most poetical riddles are in fact nothing but somewhat bizarre 
and this was proved by the difficulty one experienced in 
separating the metaphor from the enigma. “A white boy with a red cap ”’ is 
the way in which a French riddle talks of fire; snow, in riddles all the world 
over, is “a milk-white bird, featherless ;’’ a Sanskrit riddle says “ It is a sia 
fora brother to marry his sister, hence day and night never meet; “ the 
white lily and the flame-yellow marigold are the moon and the sun, It is 
obvious then that these riddles are essentially poetical metaphors. The riddling 
instinct thus lies at the root of science and of poetry. It lies too at the root of 
philosophy. The oldest riddles are grim and earnest, besides being poetical, In- 
stance the 30th chapter of Proverbs, which is but a series of moral riddles. A very 
large number of famous Jewish sayings are in the form of riddles, Who.is 
mightv ? Whoisa fool? Whois happy ? The hymn in the Passover hagada, 
the 1"1)’ "D IN was a long string of riddles, Works like Gebirol’s “ Choice of 
Pearls ” abounded in philosopbical riddles. Nor must it be thought that this 
‘twisting of the riddle to moral purposes was late in origin, The Hebrew 


+ prophets frequently used riddles with moral objects, and nothing more beau- 


tiful or elaborate in the whole range of ‘riddle literature could be found than 
the magnificent riddle contained in the 17th chapter of Ezekiel. The lecturer 
then proceeded to distinguished between the various classes of riddles, taking 
his chief illustrations from the Hebrew specimens in the Talmud, Midrash and 
medieval poetry. This was Jehuda Halevi’s riddle on the subject of “ A Pair 
of Scissors” :— |

These riddles were of the best species, they were riddles about things, Most 


_ Hebrew riddles however dealt with words, and were in short nothing but pwns, 


“ Which would you sooner have, bread alone, or salt alone ?”—* I cannot take 
them except together.’ This riddle was a pun, for the Hebrew for bread 
(OM?) contains exactly the same letters.as the Hebrew for salt (N99). “ What 
is the soul of Judaism ?—The Mishnah,” ‘This is also a pun, for the letters 
forming the Hebrew for sow! (71W3) also make up Mishnah (72U%), It was 
difficult to quote many of these riddles, as they needed too much explanation. 
Next came technical riddles. Thus Abraham ibn Ezra wrote quite a grammatical 
treatise on the letters ‘)7%, in the form ofan Enigma. Every line of this riddle 
was full of point and wit. “ If you want to know the answer,” says [bn Ezra, “ ask 
the King of Israel.” Now the name of one of the Kings of Israel, Jehu (N17") 
does indeed contain the letters on which Lon Ezra was riddling. Again, Hebrew 
riddles belonged very often to the class of the unsolvable. Theconditions were 
stated either too easily or too obscurely. If too easily stated, then the riddle 
could be answered in hundreds of bb If too obscurely stated the riddle 
could not be answered at all. The Rabbinical riddles were frequently of that 
type. Thus one Talmudic riddle has received the following solutions : “ The 
soul of man,” “Death,” “The Patriarch’s hierarchical leanings,” and “The 
Patriarch’s housekeeper.” Another class of unsolvable riddles, fopular in 
Hebrew collections, was to ask for information which no one could give. “ What 
was the name of Noah's wife?” “ From which side of Adam was Eve taken ?” 


The answers were often witty. ‘Eve was taken from Adam’s tail.”

ANGLO-JEWISH HISTORY. 


The first volume of Transactions of the Jewish Historical Society of 
England, Session 1893-94 (Wertheimer, Lea and Co.) is a handsome and credit. 
able book which will be read with much interest. Great part of its contents have 
already appeared in the columns of the Jewish Chronicle, but a fuller apparatus 


of indexes, appendices, engravings and reproductions of documents than a news 


| paper could give, is to be found in the “Transactions” which now appear. 


Although the Society is of such recent foundation, the list of members already 
betrays signs of the havoc made by death among the contributors to literary 
tnovements which are longer-lived. The Society has to deplore the loss of Dr. 
Hyde Clarke and Mr. Hyman Montagu, from among its Council. The authors of 
the papers which now appear are the Chief Rabbi; the President of the Society, Mr. 
Lucien Wolf; Mr. C. Trice Martin, of the Record Office ; Mr. Schechter, of 
Cambridge; Mr. Joseph Jacobs and Mr. B, Lionel Abrahams. The latter name i, 
inadvertently omitted from one of the lists in the volume itself by his kinsman, 
the Honorary Secretary, Mr. Isreel Abrahams, whose scholarly touch we trace in 
the production of the book generally. : 

The very hand-writing of Philippus Ferdinandus, a convert, who with tlic 
parade of learning which his class affects, signs in Latin, Hebrew and Greet. 
is reproduced for us by Mr. Trice Martin in his account of the Converts’ Hou: 
in Chancery Lane. Dr. Adler reprints the ‘‘ Publick Intelligencer” of 1655. « 
very ancient newspaper, in its references to the re-admission of the Jews. Mr. 
Wolf prints the officially recorded depositions at the enquiry into the case o/ 
Don Antonio Roblesse ‘‘a Spanyard liveing in dukes place,” who purged hiiu- 
self of Popery by giving the Admiralty in 1656 some reason to believe he was 
a Jew, although one that walked ‘‘ under loose principles very and different froin 


others of that profession.” The said Antonio used a ship called “the Two 


Brothers,” a common name for ships to this day, and another ‘“ The Tobias ” 
which possesses a moreJewish sound. Mr. Joseph Jacobs’ critical investigation of. 
the story of Little St. Hugh of Lincoln is now accompanied by a reprint of the 
English and French ballads, &c. The former was a few years ago issued in 
black letter and accompanied by carefully executed illustrations for a literary 
magazine, and that without a word of warning as to the spuriousness of the history . 
Mr.Jacobs’ able exculpation of the unhappy victimsof the calumny isstill opportune, 
though it comes many centuries too late for those who suffered first and direct froin 
the interested vengeance for the death of sweet Sir Hugh. The names of Jews 
before the expulsion differ usually from our own. Belleassez the Rav’s daughter 
survives in Bellasis, which strikes none now as a Hebrew name; but amon: 


- those hanged for the alleged murder, ere Richard of Cornwall had paid the ransoin 


which was the real object of the executions, was a Sampson Levy, written and spit 
precisely as the Sampson Levys who will read these lines write and spell their 
names. Mr. Schechter’s essay might well follow the story of these unmerite: 
punishments. It refers to an elegy on the Martyrs of the Isles, by Rabli 
Menachem. The poet apostrophizes the flaming sword of the Lord which turns 
in every direction, even to the Isles ot the Sea (England, Scotland and Ireland). 
We imagine that Mr. Schechter’s reference in his note on this passage to Genesis 
i., 24, is a misprint for iii., 24. The elegist proceeds to lament the death of 
innocent children, of learned doctors of the law, in York (as Mr. Schechter sur- 
mises), and elsewhere ; and the editor worthily compares the elegy with th.’ 
noble sonnet of Milton’s, beginning ‘‘ Avenge, O Lord, thy slaughter’d saints.” 
When the Jews were expelled from England by Edward I. in 1290, their 
property lapsed to the King, and there are still preserved in the Public Record 
Uffice the lists drawn up by the Exchequer of the bonds which had been given 
to the Jews of Bedford, Bristol, Cambridge, Canterbury, Colchester, Deviz«:, 
Exeter, Hereford, lpswich, Lincoln, Northampton, Norwich, Nottingham Oxfo-d, 
Southampton, Stamford, Winchester and York. Mr. B. Lionel Abrahams has 
chosen for immediate publication those which relate to Hereford. The Jews jn 
the West of England were not unimportant. A Bishop of Worcester denounce: 
those Christiaus who, while not practising usury in their own names, entruste | 
their money to Jews for the purpose and acted as sieeping partners in tle 
business. A Bishop of Hereford threatened to excommunicate Christians whu 
accepted the hospitality of Jews, but many citizens of Hereford in 1286 were 
tempted to attend a Jewish wedding which was celebrated with silken and golden 
bravery, with stage-plays, sports and minstrelsy. A great nobleman of that part 
bought from a Jew the right 
to collect the debts due to him, an early example of assignment 
of choses in action, which will interest antiquarian lawyers. Doubtles: 
the solicitude of the King’s officers to preserve an account of the Jews’ debtor: 
was likewise prompted by the desire to collect for their master and his friends 
the debts due to the original creditors. Aaron, son of Elias le Blund, is the 
principal creditor. Richard Pauncefot owes him £30 ever since Michaelmas Day 
in the 47th year of Henry III. William de Solle owes him 10 marks, one quarter 
of corn, and 10 marks and 4 geese. Belia, daughter of Aaron, has two debtors ; 
one John Lamare, of Sutton Street, in the 2ad year of Edward I., on the day on 
which ‘ Rejoice Jerusalem” is sung, agreed to pay her 9 marks.

Joseph Jacobs’ suggestion that Ibn Ezra died in London, Dr. Friedlinder’s 
works on Ibn Ezra were published by the Society of hebrew Literature, and 
that society cannot be said to have existed to no purpose, seeing that it was 
under its auspices that the Principal of Jews’ College produced not only his 
volumes on Ibn Ezra, but his magnificent edition of the “ Guide of the Perplexed 
of Maimonides.” |

Were the Kitharis and tum- 
panon first twanged and thumped by Jewish hands? Was the game of draughts 
also first played round a Hebrew table? Surely not, It cannot be shown that the 
borrowing was not vice-versa, and all probability makes the Greek the lender to 
the Jew in those matters. Fiirst (Glossarium, p. 176) and Levy (Neuhebr.

Local histories are receiving their due attention nowadays abroad, and 
jynorant must the critic be who fails to see the importance of such local 
narratives, A charming pamphlet by Alfred Glasser deals with the story of the 
Jews of Strassburg (“ Geschichte der Juden in Strassburg,” published by Rudel 
Strassburg, 1895). The Strassburg Jewry has a long history. It suffered 
severely in 1095; was depopulated in 1349, The Jews returned in 1369 to be 
again dismissed in 1388. ' Che French Revolution freed them, or rather the 
French revolutionary ideas, for the poll-tax paid by all Jews passing through 
the gates of the town was abolished in 1784. This pamphlet will not, however 
supersede Isidore Loeb’s masterly essay on the save subject in one of the 
Annuaires of the Société des Etudes Juives.

Some time ago, Bernard Lazare, a rising French critic, wrote a clever book 
on“ L’ Antisémitisme ’’ and its causes. He has now reprinted in volume form 
Some slight but clever sketches contributed to the Figaro, ‘“ Figures Contem- 
Poraires ” (Paris, Perrin and Co., 1895) include most of the eminent Frenchmen 
of the day. His style is somewhat strained, and he often indulges in original 


but far-fetched parallels such as that which he, a Jew, draws between the old 


Hebrew poets and another French Jew—M. Gustave Kahn, a minor poet of

| The apologists are placing themselves in a dangerous dilemma just now 
by their too ready acceptance of the supposed Archeological support of the 
Biblical records. Oo the one hand the Tel Amarna Tablets are very old, that 
is when you want them to confirm Biblical statements as to events in the time 
of Joshua, Oa the other hand, if the antiquity of the Inscriptions is admitted, 
what becomes of the Biblical chronology in Genesis? The worthy Abbé 
Der. ailly has felt this difficulty and meets it in his “ Concordance parfaite de la 
Chronologie Biblique et de la Chronologie Egyptienne (Delhomme et Briguet, 
Paris, 1895). A discreet use of the Flood is the saving remedy. The world was 
civilised, but the flood undid it all, aud inspired revelation was needed to do the 
work over again. That is one method of reconciliation, and it is as good as the 
otber. The other consists in believing inscriptions to be old when they suit you, 
but in denouncing the credulity of Egyptologists when the supposed 
antiquity of the Records disagrees with your theory, The Abb« combines the 
two methods into a pretty whole. 


I have only one remark to offer concerning the “ Oraisons Funébres et 


discours prononcés a la mémoire de M., Israel Stora’’ (Algiers, 1894). M. Stora 
was a noted member of the Jewish community, was a Municipal Councillor and 
President of the Synagogue Consistoire. He fully deserved the civil and 
military honours shown at his funeral. But I cannot help regretting the editor 
of the pamphlet’s intimation: ‘ We are sorry that we are unsble to reproduce 
the address pronounced in Jewish-Arabic by R. Chayim Chanafo.” One would 
dearly like to see such an address, and the editor has missed a rare opportunity. 
We know far too little about the present condition of the sermon in Jewish- 
Arabic jargon. The standard is, I believe, a very low one, but I have only

‘ A public meeting of the Western B'nei Zion was held at the West 
nd Talmud Torah class-rooms, 10, Green's Court, Golden Square, W, 
on Sunday last, Mr. Isidore S. Donn presiding. The Rev. A. A. Green 
delivered. an address on “An English Jew and Palestine.” He said that 
when thinking of the important part played by Zion in olden times it reminded 
him of the grand mission of Israel yet to be performed through Zion, a mission 
that idealises all our surroundings. it brings nearer to our perception the past 
when culture and land cultivation were yet akin, a past which gives u3 legitimate 
pride more noble than any Sovereign can show and a mission which none have 
emulated. Speaking of some differences that exist between English and 
Russian Jews, he averred that with the former it has at least taken some 
generations before they lost their Jewish ideal. So many weeks, or in some 
instances days, have sufficed for some Russian Jews who, when coming to these 
shores, inlengthy locks. and caftan, begin by making them shorter, and diminishin 
simultaneously their Jewish ideals. The English Jew had reason to be proud o 
bis position in this country, it having been gained after a long and excellent 
struggle. We have a class of English, apologetically Jews, who tell their Christian 
fricnds that they are not exactly Christians, in tact they are ashamed to be 
known as Jews, Of this class we are ashamed ; from this class come the soilers 
_of Israel’s noble name. Another class of opponents he cited wore those who 
take fright at and shirk the question of the Colonisation of Palestine, as they 
fear it will weaken their loyalty to England. Heemphatically controverted these 
feats. English Jews loved England with all their hearts ; itis Jewish to love 
justice. But the land that dispenses justice should not interfere with 
the colonisation of Palestine by Jews from many other countries, such as 
Russia, who should be aided to settle in Palestine, where they would find a 
haven of rest.—Other speakers were the Rev. David Kohn Zadek (who read a 
poem composed by himself in Hebrew), Mr. B. A. Fersht, Mr. Joel Davis and 
Mr. Joseph Victor. The usual votes of thanks were passed.
